Without treatment, 
the sufferer dies a lingering, painful 
two-year death, ‘With treatment, 
cures number 98 percent would be 100 
percent if the cases were seen early 
enough by competent medical men.

Safety RulesIn 
The Event Of Fire 


Fires in hotéls and Other large 
|buildings on the North American 
|Continent recently have taken Many 
lives. A large number of the deaths 
| have been attributed to “loss of head 
| during the emergency”, Fire under- 
writers, after careful investigation of 
the tragedies, have recommended 
several fire safety rules which have 
{saved many lives in the recent hotel 
|holocausts. Here are some of the 
more practical rules to follow in the 
event of a fire in a hotel, or any 
jlarge, multi-storied apartment build- 
ling: 

| Read carefully all instructions to 
| guests posted in hotel rooms. Trace 
|the route to the nearest escape stair- 
way. 

If there is a fire, close transom at 
jonce, Fumes from the smoke-filled 
corridor enter the room through the 
eeu Ee These fumes are poisonous 
}and kill quickly. 

Feel door for heat, then open door 
slightly fitting hand across the crack 
to test whether a hot draft is enter- 
ing from he corridor, Hold head away 
to avoid hot gases. Brace foot against 
door to prevent rush of hot gases 
from forcing door open. 

If corridor is filled with hot gases, 
\close door tightly, using any means 
to stop any openings or cracks 
through which smoke can enter, Use 
wet towels to plug crack under door, 
or bedclothes and mattresses. Flames 
will require half an hour to burn 
through a heavy wooden door. 

After all openings in the door are 
plugged and the yoom 
}smoke, sit by window and await res- 
cue or extinguishment of fire. Open 
window slightly to get fresh air.

Normandy beaches very shortly after. 
wards. Legion supervisors who nuni- 
bered among them veterans of World 
War I knew by experience just where 
they were needed most, and accord- 
ingly the first place they headed for 
was the Advance Dressing Stations 
and the Clearijg Stations. There 
when a wounded man was carried. in 
he was able to get a supply of cig- 
arettes—a place where they are badly 
needed and much appreciated, 

The supervisors tagged along with 
the Third Division on the Normandy 
beachhead through Rpts, Carpiquet 
and about the middle of July von- 
mandeered what was left of a theatre 
iy shattered Caen, They had no soon- 
er put on shows there when theJerries 
gave it a bad blitzing—but they car- 
tied on, 

Then came the bitter struggle for 
Falaise and into the wooded arva 
around Trun. Here service ‘to the 
troops was difficult and most of them 
were on outpost duties and there was 
very little concentration. 

Then came the break through and 
the mad dash across Frayce. Through 
Rouen and Abbeville and the first 
test came at Montreuil. After the 
fall of Calais,the superviscors had 
ho rest and were transported to the 
grim show at the Leopold Canal and 
continued right through the flooded 
areas of Holland direct to the coast. 

It was in Holland that the ariny 
finally started to settle down and the 
supervisors requisitioned avery 
theatre, dance hall and hotel they 
could lay their hands no, It can truly 
be said that the Canadian troops theco 
were well looked after, 

When the Canadians moved int» 
Germany the supervisors went with 
them and oy the drive through Leer 
to Aurish finished up north of 
Wilhelmshaven., 

‘With the war finished the big pro- 
plem was to take care of the thous- 
ands of idle troops who were given 
well-earned leaves.. The auxiliary 
services had not been dle and prior 
to tie cessation of hostilities they 
had luxurious acommodations re. 
quisitioned not only in Amsterdam 
but also iy Ghent, ~'ssels and Paris. 

Paris quarters were ‘super duper’ 
of the lot There the famous 
Palais D’Orsay hotel was taken over 
and used by for another ranks leave 
centre complete with all its luxurious 
furnishings. Veterans of ‘World Wai 
T. would shake their heads in pleasant 
envy to witness their fighting sons 
arrive in Paris ofttimes muddy and 
in seed of a change, 

Upon arrival they were allotted 
tuxurious bedrooms with a private 
bath; All the conveniences of first 
class hote] existed, including barber 
shop, shoe shine, valet service for 
pressing clothes, and there was nothe 
ing a soldier need be without for his 
personal comfort if he would — only
